The new law gives tho supervisors to 


a day each while in session and 20 cents 
a mile from the superviaor'a lesidenceto 
the 
county seat once during each 


monthly session. Members ol the board 
now receive *B a day and 25 cents a 
mile 
The word "once" is not in the 


present act. There ia no change in the 
compensation of the supervisors as road 
commissioners—*500 per annum. 


The proposed new act plactj tho com- 


pensation of official court reporters »t 
$150 a month each, and allows 10 cente 
a lollo for the original transcription of 
notes and 5 cents o folio lor copies. 
The reporters now receive $10 a clay 


when employed, and 20 cents for the 
original transcript and 10 for the copy. 
It ia believed they will do rather better 
under the new law.

Section 234 ol the act provides that it 


shall take effect and be in force sixty 
days alter passage, except as otherwise 
provided for. The preceding section 
provides that the provisions Irom section 
58 to 214, both inclusive, so far as they 
lange the compensation of any ouices 
lerein named, heretofore paid a fixed 
alary and not lees or per diem, shall 
ot affect incumbents, unless otherwise 
rovlded for in such sections.

Prio 
to tho white conquest famines of im 
mouse dimensions devastated the penin 
snlu, resulting occasionally iu an appall 
ing decimation of tho feebler classes o 
tho population. These classes, number 
ing approximately 40,000,000, arc a 
ways so near staryntion that a season o 
drought reduces them atonceto extrcm 
ities of hunger.

relief in India were of tho naiiil Asiatic 
sort.
